SAYS HARRISON 


New York, Sept. 25.—A tale of war- 
fare from the British camp in France, 
vivid with description of the way the 
English faced death on the battle field, 
of the jokes they cracked and the pray- 
ers they said with the bullets sweeping 
their ranks, was brought to New York 
today by the Rev. James MoUoy, a na- 
tive of Trenton, N. J., who served as 
chaplain for several weeks with one of 
the British regiments in France and re- 
turned home today on the Mauretania. 


"In a modem battle there is an over- 
powering sense of unreality," he said. 
"The business of seeing men kill each 
other seeras mechanical because of the (' 
preponderance of the machine element 
in the affair; the human element simply 
bleeds and dies but the machines con- 
tinue in their perfection of slaughter. 


"The coudnet of the English and Irish 
soldiers in the trenches wi'.s surprising. 
'I'here those men stood behind ahoulder- 


igh monnd'i of dirt, facing level sprays 
of death in front, yet cracking jokes and 
siiijiing snatches of music hail ballads 
between volleys. 
Stupendous 
bravery, 
I 
call 
it, 
or 
stupendous absence of 
nerves. 


Sing Under Crashing Fire. 


"I've heard men under the crashing 
lire of tlie terrible flerman guns and 
^vith comrades droj^ping all about them 
united in roaring, 'Its a Long Road to 
Tipperary,' as if they were in barracks. 
Sometimes I'd hear a big li-isKinan call 
out to a neighbor in the tr(;uches, 'Well, 
I Avinged that Dutchman, all right!' The 
business of killing, with them, seemed 
personal and to partake somewhat of a 
sporting event. 


'•'But how the Germans did pound that 
British line at Mons! 
.They carac on, 
and on, and on. never 'Vtoppiug, never 
faltering. 
It was like the wares of a 
bhie gray sea rolling up through them. 
One wave would breaic and die away, but 
another would be right behind it, push- 
ing 
on 
inexorably. 
The 
German 
commandants threw their men into the 
face of Briti.gh. fire with absolute reck- 
lessness, counting on the sheer Aveight of 
numbers to overmhelm us. 


German Charge Heroic. 


"To see those German lines move for- 
ward through glasses was like -watching 
regiments of toy soldiers pushing across 
a table. 
You'd see a long row of pale 
blue blocks, topped with spiked helmets, 
break from cover and come rushing at 
you. Then tv British gun at your eibow 
would speak, a shell Avould drop right in 


the midst of that blue block, a great 
hurling up of smoke and soil and—the 
block would be gone. 
iTothing left but 
a few little men madly running back 
through the haze of powder's smoke. • 


"But the firermaa shells kept coming': 
and coming. 
They are terrible, those 
shells! I have seen one shell enter a lit- 
tle hill and 
there 
explode, carrying 
away the whole top of the hill. I have 
seen a company of British wiped out by 
the explosion of a single shell. 


"Perhaps the night fighting is the most: 
weird and terrible to see. 
In this the 
forces of the allies had the superiority 
through their 
preponderant 
supply o f 
aeroplanes. The allied forces on the re- 
treat from Mons to Senlis had thirty- 
five aeroplanes, which were busy day 
and night, but particularly at night. 


"You would hear a whirring of invis- 
iblf propellers overhead and by strain- 
ing your ears eould trace the directiou' 
of the night flyer over the German posi- 
tions. Gunners stand ready behind their 
pieces, keyed up to a wire pitcJi of effi- 
ciency.

"Suddenly, a spark appears in the 
heavens; it falls; the airman has disr" 
covered the position of a German bat- 
tery, and his falling torch makes the^ 
range and the position. 
Instantly tbe 
British gims roar and a shower of shells 
soar up to follow the line of that fall- 
ing star."

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To Seek Nomination in It, 


Says California Su- 


preme Court. 


San Francisco, Sept. 25.—The legis- 
lature "is not bound to make member- 
ship in a party a condition of the right 
to seek the nomination on that party," 
said the California supreme court yes- 
terday in denying an 
application 
to 
prevent the California secretary of state 
from placing the name 
of 
Attorney 
General U. S. AVebb on the republican 
and democmtic ballots 
in 
November. 
Attorney General Webb is a progressive 
and at the recent primaries he won the 
nominations of all three parties. 


"The selection of candidates of tie 
party is, under the law, committed to 
those who have declared their affilia- 
tion with it," said the court. 
"If they, 
the members of the party, seek to se- 
lect as their candidates one affiliated 
with another party or with no party, 
that is their privilege. 
No violation of 


fundamental rights or of 
the 
tradi- 
tional practice of parties is committed. 
Before the day of direct primary laws 
it was not uncommon for a convention 
of one party to nominate a member or 
a candidate of another party and there 
is no constitutional reason for saying 
that the same thing may not be done 
by the direct action of the electors of 
the party."' 


The petition was based on the argu- 
ment that a candidate registered in one 
party did not have the right to seek the 
nomination of another party with whose 
platform he was not in sympathy. 


Besides Attorney General Webb three 
other progressive candidates, for

portant state ofPces won places on the 
ballots of one or both of the other 
parties.

London, Sept. 25.—England for the 
fir.st time in this generation is becoming 
thoroughly familiar with 
other 
flags 
than the Union Jack, but it is -having 
a hard time doing so. 


In some quarters an attempt is mado 
to display the fljigs of all the allies, 
reckoning them as France, 
Belgium, 
Russia, Servia, Montenegro and Japan. 
One drawback is that all the national 
flags mentioned except 
tAvo are tri-. 
colors, and to English eyes all tri-colors 
look more or less "^like. In fact, nearly 
every national flag in Europe is a tri- 
color, 
either 
vertical or horizontal. 
France has the blue, white and red ver- 
tical; Holland the Ved, white and blue 
horizontal; Belgium, black, orange and 
red vertical; and Russia, white, red and 
blue horizontal. 
Servia's flag is sim|>ly 
the Ruasan flag upside down with a 
small device in the middl?. Montenegro's 
is the same as the Servian, with a dif- 
ferent device in tiie center, ^

One of the kaiser's heat liked officers 
is chief of the admiralty stati".'' lie is 
Admiral Hugo von Pohl, a mild-man- 
nered m'an of 59 years wliO; regardless 
of his seeming lack of the aggi-essive- 
ilesa that oJiaracterizes his emperor, has 
shown wonderful abilit}^ from his earliest 
Commission. 


Admiral Pohl was 
born August 
25, 
1855, in Breslau. A t teh'age of 21 years, 
in 1876, he became a lieuteantn in the 
German navy. 
Three 
years later 
he 
was made a first lieutenant and in 1887 
took command 
of the 
scout 
cruiser 
Carola, 
with tlie rank of 
lieutenant- 
captain. 


A period of service in thc^ imperial 
naval office followed and in 1894 he was 
jnade korvette-captaiji, a rank 
corres- 
ponding to lieutenant commander in thé 
American navy. 
At this time he V'as 
also leader of the central office of the 
imperial naval board. 


He held commands -with the ironclad 
Aegir and the cruiser Hansa before be- 
coming the captain of a battleship in 
1900. In 1905 he was a rear admiral. 


For his -work in constructing the naval 
stations from iKel to Sonderberg he was 
elevated to the rank of vice admiral. 


In 1900 his ship was one of those that 
shelled the forts of Taku, China^ during 
the boxer uprising.

Correspondent

Rail Journey 
With 
French Refugees. 


By HARRY PAYNE BURTON, 


(Staff War Correspondence.) 


Paris, France, Sept. 26.—Would you 
like to hear about a railroad journey 
in war-torn France today ? A trip from 
Boulogne to Paris—on the only train 
that makes the trip every 24 hours? 
Traveling along close to the frontier of 
fighting? 


For an hour before the Paris train 
left Gare du Nord 
(station) at Bou- 
logne It was actually 
beseiged 
with 
passengers, for it is the only train that 
runs from the sea to Paris today in 
each 24 hours. 
And every 
passenger 
that rides on it is examined, re-examin- 
ed and cross-examined, for Paris 
is 
not taking chances on letting in German 
spies. 


The train was filled beyond suffocation 
when we finally started, two hours af- 
ter the scheduled time. 
The distinc- 
tion between the first, second and third 
classes had not been held to at all, and 
peasants, just escaped from some belea- 
gured section in the north of France, 
sat besides members of the Paris aris- 
tocracy returning from England, whith- 
er they had taken hurried trips to de- 
posit Jewelry and money or, indeed, to 
sliip them for safe-keeping to Ameri- 
ca. 


And when the train did actually move, 
people were sitting in each others' laps 
in the compartments, and some of them 
were lying in the baggage racks over- 
head! 


All trains to day in France are running 
under martial law. 
Reduced to fact, 
this means that no non-military train 
is permitted to travel faster than six- 
teen miles an • hour and that it must 
stop at every station on the road so 
the coaches may be examined for sus- 
picious persona. 
Our 
train 
certainly 
stuck to schedule time. 
In fact, T am 
sure it never :went faster than 
eisht 
miles an hour. Tt took us jdst 26 houra 
to make the "six-hour trip to Parts. 


From the suburbs of Boulogne right 
throug'h to Paris there is not one-half 
mile of trackage that is not guarded by 
two uniformed French soldiers with fix- 
ed bayonets.

The trip to Amiens was BO uneventful 
and so wearisome that it seemed we 
would never get there. 
Beyond 
the 
holding up of the train at every station 
so that a guard might peer into our 
coach for people who looked like "Lea 
Allemands" (the Germans) nothing hap- 
pened. 
But when we reached Amiens 
at 3 o'clock in the morning everything 
changed. 


We were in the war—or its backwash! 
The great black station at 
Amiens 
was literally filled with refugees from 
all over the eastern part of France. 
I 
do not know the French language, but 
I 
can 
understand 
the 
language, 
of 
tears, and here it 
was' freely 
spoken. 
They were old women, women so old 
that 
their skm was as wrinkled 
as 
parchment from the catacombs. 
They 
were crying silently fys they huddled on 
their little bags of household treasures 
—Les Allcmands!" ("The Germans! Tlio 
Germans!") pierced the air with horri- 
fying suddenness in these quiet, little, 
frontier villages of Normandy. 


Other women, younger and fresher, 
suckled babies at their breasts as the 
tears ran down their cheeks, and little 
boys, barefoot and hatless, trying to 
be bravej kept wiping tears out of their 
eyes or, exhausted at last, were sleeping 
on the umieed tracks in the end of the 
station. 
There must have been 2,000 of 
these refugees in the station when we 
entered. 
When we left it two hours 
later, the number had been tripled by 
incoming' trains.. 


At Amiens T got off to ffet something 
to eat a ^ the station. 
You could not 
buy anything. 
But all the -food you 
wanted was given away. 
The goverij- 
ment had arranged that everyone was 
to have as much bread, cake and coffee 
as he wanted. Nothing else, but plenty 
of that. 
There was no butter for the 
bread 
but. that is true in all France 
today.

There were 27 now 
in our compartment alone!

Someone asked them what their ex- 
periences were- and between sobs and 
wails they poured out volumes in the 
quick, brittle French language.

their lips and it was hissed each time 
with a hatred that only the volatile 
French could muster into concrete vo- 
cality. 


About 4 o'clock in the morning some- 
one put the compartment light out and 
everyone went to sleep. An hour later 
one of^ the babies began crying and 
everyone awoke. 
The sun was just be- 
ginning to rise over the eastern hill«. 
The valleys were still filled with purple 
mist. The flarfe from the sun was red as 
fire. 


"It is the blood of the battlefields 
in the east,'' they all said. "How can 
borg to my Franco-English friend, and 
tears rolled down her face. 


"Gui, Oui, over there it is terrible— 
in the east,"ihey all said. 
"How can 
the sun rise so beautifully on such 
dreadful scenes?" 


The lights of the guards were out now 
aad their-red trousers and blue coats 
began to- flit by again.

Then the bayonets emerged and th^ir 
bearers—and it was a crowd of French

"Viva la France I 
Vive la France!" 


All along the River Oise there Avere 
armed guards.

As we got 
nearer Paris, the jewel of France, these 
sentries increased in numbers till finally 
we were running simply through regi- 
ments of soldiers. . 


The great Gare du Nord itself 
in 
Paris, where we landed, Is a bristling 
net of bayonets. You are challenged on 
every side, and you show your passport 
at least twenty times before you emerge 
You walk over to the "underground" 
to ride to your hotel. 


Big Iron gates are swung across thè 
steps. 
"Avis" and "Notice" take your 
eye. 
You choose the English render- 
ing. 
It tells you that, owing to the 
state of warfare, the underground is not 
running. It is too dangerous a thing to 
keep subterranean passages open under 
the city of Paris, 
Bombs placed there 
by spies could wreck the entire city. 


You look about for a taxicab. 
There 
is none. 
They are all commandereed. 
You join the walking throng of aristo- 
crats and refugees that are in the middle 
of the street.

•'What about the wheat 
situation?" 
I asked. 


"1 should say/ said the multi-million- 
aire James A. Patten, world-famed king 
of the wheat pit, "that tho American 
wheat grower la in clover!"' 


' The American farmer,'' Patten con- 
tinued, "is still holding 00 per cent of 
the present wheat crop. 
The 
farmer 
holds 75 per cent of the coming win- 
t e r s wheat crop. 


"And the price of that wheat is go- 
ring to climb to the dizzy price of one 
dollar and a half before spring—maybo 
higher! 
That means fortunes for the 
farmers, and they know it! 


"The European 
war has caused 
an 
extremely 
serious 
and 
almost 
unpar- 
alleled situation in the wneat 
market. 
In the 
pit we're all bulls; 
we know 
wheat must keep climbing higher and 
higher. 
But—I'm 
not 
buying 
wheat. 
I'm afraid!" 


The great James A. Patten, who was 
once said to have made $15,000,000 in 
wheat pit gambling; who in 1909 risk- 
ed his all, braved public contumely and 
Federal prosecution in one Of the most 
daring and speetaculAr wheat "corners" 
ever 
attempted, 
a'TOWs that 
he 
is 
"afraid" of the present situation I 


"Just go over to the Board of Trade," 
Patten went on. 
"You'll see men there 
who used to buy wheat by the hundred 
thonsand bushels,' timidly 
taking 
ten 
thousand 1 
In 
other words, the 
very 
gravity of tho situation has killed reck- 
less 
speculation, 
and 
the 
trading 
is 
on an absolutely legitimate basis. 
Sup- 
pose peace were to be declared tomor- 
row. 
Tho bottom would drop out of 
the price of wheat, and millions woiJd 
drop out 
of the reckless 
speculator's 
pocketa. 


"But of course the price of 
wheat 
would pick up again. 
'The public may 
just as well get used to the fact that 
the price of bread is going to rise, fast 
and high! 


"Look at this map. See this northern 
region of Franco, around Lille and Nan- 
cy? 
That is where France grows her 
grain. 
And you know what sort of a 
harvest 
is taking 
place there 
today! 
And as for Germany, here's her granary 
—East 
Prussia. 
Think of those 
vast 
fields of growing grain, just at the har- 
vest time, all trampled down, burned, 
or left to rot! 


"Argentine wheat is short this year. 
Russia's crop is poor, and where will 
Kussia find men to harvest it? 
Mean- 
while, Europe has millions of armed men 
wlio must be fed. 
. "That is why Europe is buying tre- 
mendous quantities of American wheat, 
and buying it without regard to price. 
The foreigner isn't look4ug.,for bargains. 
He's looking for bread. 
And his broker 
in this country has orders to buy it, 
and never mind the cost. 


"With a demand of that kind, nothing 
can prevent extraordinary 
prices. 
An 
embargo on exports of wheat has been 
suggested, but that would disturb ouv 
international trade at the very moment 
we are trying to enlarge it. 


"There is $150,000,000 
desposited 
in 
New York banks today which belongs 
to Eprope. It is the price for the stocks 
which were sold on the New York ex- 
change by foreigners in the few days 
before the exchange closed. The exports 
of wheat are balancing that debt. 
And 
the debt must be balanced, as the 
first 
step in the great movement for increfts-. 
ing our international trade. 
. "And finally, remember that the high 
price of wheat is beneficial to the coun- 
try In two wayst 


"First, it is the farmer who is going 
to make big profits from it. 


"Secondly, it is making people econo- 
mical of wheat, and will prevent th» 
famine which would otherwise 
result 
from 
the 
waste 
and 
destruction 
in 
Eufope.

Tirpitz the 
Eternal—that 
is 
what 
Germany calls the man who found her, 
with a handful of second-class frigates 
and who has made her the second great-, 
est sea power in the world. 


Grand admiral ,of the German navy, 
as well as minister of marine for the 
empire, Alf fed vonTirpitz is that rarest 
of all products made in Germany-r^an 
utterly self-built-man. 
Even the nobl» 
"von" in his . nam© has been acquired 
since he .achi&ved prominence. 
He was 
bora plain TfrpitK ot tin untitled fam- 
ily 
at 
Kustrin-on^Oder, 
in 
Branfen- 
burg, 64 years ago. 


His father thought him an unpromis- 
ing lout. 
He was rawboned, uncouth of 
speech and g^ture and in despair of do- 
ing anything with him on landHhe older 
Tirpitz put him aboard one of the few 
frigates comprising his country's'navy 
when he was 16 years old. 
In 1870, 
France drove this handfül of ships into 
hiding in the ^tiorth sea and %ept them 
there. 
Germany's great victoriesf were 
won entirely on land, Von Tirpitz, then 
a lieutenant on one of these negligible 
vessels—so very , negligible that England 
refused'tö recogiujse the Prussian fa® 
upon the sea—ma^e up his mind that 
(^rinany xnuit becQiiM:.a;gTeat se^ power, 
.if 'Bhe was to jcl^n her hard-fought

win the lieutdhancy to which he saw 
hundreds of younger sons of the nobil- 
ity succeed automatically by right of 
their noble birth. 
For that reason he 
has always. hated the aristocracy and 
because he chooseô untitled men for 
high ofiBce thè aristocracy returns his 
dislike with interest. 


Once one of these nobles who had been 
snubbed by the grosser admiral com- 
"plained to the kaiser about him. 


"'He is unendwable. 
It is impossible 
to have any dealing with him," said the 
scion of nobility. 


"We^l," .answered toe kaiser, sympa- 
thetically, "I 'find him difficult myself. 
Bnt try to get along witl^i him »? yrell 
as ^^ou cfa^ ^ a t ' s , what^I havç^ to 


mand to a distinguished ofílcer with 
the remark: 
"You waltz too well to 
have good sea legs. If a man wants to 
reach the bridge under my administra- 
tion he must confine his dancing to the 
sailor's hornpipe." 
He rebuked another 
aspirant because his" hands "were top 
white." 
Meeting two young naval offi- 
cers at cue of his Avife's receptions— 
they had gone merely to do him honor— 
he ordered them back to their ships. 
"You can not afford to neglect serious 
duties to dancé attendance on a frivol- 
ous woman," he remarked. 


Von Tirpitz is 
at 
his desk 
every 
morning at 7;30 and he requires that all 
reports for that day shall be before 
him at that time. 


In the adiniralty he has a large room 
ñlled with models of battleships, criiis- 
ers, torpedo boats and submarines. 
He 
knows the name, tonnage, date of con- 
struction, displacement and details of 
armament of eVery battleship 
in 
the 
world. He can recite offhand the naval 
appropriations for the last fifteen years 
of every civilized nation. He has proved 
that he knows these things whenever he 
has gone before the reichstag to ask for 
more xif&ney for the navy. 


Germany's grosser 'admiral stands six 
feet two inches high. He has keen blue 
eyes and his heavy beard and impressive 
size makes him look like Neptune. 
He 
believes German arms are invincible. He 
dislikes the English, yet he ha^ had 
all his children educated 
in 
England. 
When one of his sons was captured the 
other day in the great naval battle off 
Heligoland,, England at once sent him

The lesBonfl of the first quarter erf 
ibis year's cyola chiefly present Jesus 
as t^e great t«acher. 
Those of the 
second quarter principally concern the 
aspect of his aavlorhood, whereas dur- 
ing this present quarter we see him 
mainly as the great Judge. These les- 
Bons have dealt with matters which 
occTirred during the last months, we 
may almost say the last weeks, of his 
life. Daring that '^ear of opposition" 
he is met with the most determined 
hostility and persecution. 
Neverthe- 
lesB he proceeds against it all with 
calm assurance. In strict justice and 
without a shadow of faltering. 


This reading lesaon contains the 
most celebrated and fazolliar verse in 
the bible. In it we sed? 


A mighty Go<5—"Ftor Oo«~ 
A mighty motlv»—"Bo lored," 
A mlgrhty scop«—"The world" 
A mltrhty »aoriflco—"So grave HI& only b®- 


ffotten Son" 
A nrlphty aecftp©—*Tffot pertsh" 
A mishty »Kt-"Bternal Ufo." 


We her© se© Jesus set forth in grace 
and while it does not declare that ho 
came to Judge, yet, in the passage are 
set forth those principles upon which 
he is constantly the Judge, and where- 
by he will eventually act in the last 
and final Judigment. 


God'» Rfght 


m the first lesson, that of the laboiv 
era, Jesus taught hla disciples the sov- 
ereignty of God. 
God has a right to 
do as seemeth best to himself. In this 
•parable we see the true motive in serv- 
ice, viz., fidelity and not for hope of 
reward. Jesus thus prepared the way 
for his denunciation and Judgment, of 
the rulers. 


Lesson two, which deals with the 
Bel^Beeklng disciples and the self-sao- 
riflclng Savior, is Intended to teach 
that there is but on© path to true and 
lasting greatness, and that Is th© path 
of sacrifice and service. 


The story 
of 
Bartimaeus. 
lesson 
three, is a beautiful and touching ex- 
hibition of his activity of mercy even 
in the midst of the approaching Judg* 
ment. 


In the fourth lesson is presented the 
parable of the i>oundB and the talents. 
Both are spoken to the disciples and 
both deal with their responsibilities to 
himself in the coming days. Our eter- 
nal reward depends upon our acta and 
attitudes in the life that now is. 


Lesson five presents Jesus as the 
Messiah prophesied of in the Old Tes- 
tament. It deals with the story of his 
coming into Jerusalem. Entering thus 
in such a manner demands our atten- 
tion for It foreshadows the time of his 
Judicial activity with referenoe to the 
people and the nation. 


The next fir» lessons may be said 
to deal with this ministry of Judgment. 


In lesson six we see some of the 
preparatory signs and teaching. 
The 
blasting of the flg tree and his cleana- 
Ing of the house of Qod are both aym- 
boUo^ 


Lesson seven teaches ns that If we 
fail to be faithful in the 
kingdom 
which has been entrusted to us It will 
certainly be taken from us. 


Lesson eight presents the parable at 
the marriage feast In which Jesus un- 
folds the plan of God's Invitation and 
its human rejection in three stages. 


God's KlneWp. 


The ninth lesfion is a political In- 
flulry which oxir Lord answered by 
petting forth all of the important state 
¡relationships according to the fanda* 
mental fact of the kingship of God. 
"Render unto Caesar the things that 
are Caesar's, and imto Qod the things 
that be Gfod's." No other answer of 
hlB better reveals the infinite wisdom, 
skill and tact of our t#ord. 


In lesson eleven, the parable of the 
virgins, we are taught that the Lord 
Jesus is coming again and we must 
watch and be ready against that Immi- 
nent event. 
This lesson also suggests 
the reaponsiblllties of Ms people dur>- 
ing his absence. 


The twelfth lesson la a prediction of 
the Judgment of the nations and re- 
veals the way by which he Is to begin 
the administration which will ensue 
when that kingdom is 
established. 
There is a kingdom prepared from the 
foundation of the world for the right- 
eous and a punishment prepared for 
the 
devil 
and those who willfully 
choose to dQ his wilL 
Those who cast 
their lot with hlB most go with him 
to spend eternity. 
They themselves 
d t In Judgment npon themselves. Judge 
tltemaelres not worthy. 


The chief value of these lessons dur- 
ing this quarter is in the revelation 
-which they give us of the fact that 
-when our Lord made that last Journey- 
to''Jerusalem it was not to the death 
of a victim, one who was mastered by 
olroumstances, who could not escape; 
but as a king. 
As he marched along 
that pathway "setting his face stead- 
fastly," he perfectly understood, and 
resolutely faced a passion by means 
of which he was accomplishing the 
purposes^ of God and beyond the dark- 
ness of which he saw the brightness of 
ultimate victory and glory for man- 
kind.

"Silent French"

In October, 1R99, when 
the South African war broke out French 
was given command of the cavalry di- 
vision in Natal with the rank of major 
general, and opened the ball with a bril- 
liant victoi-y at Elandslaagte,

He took part in the relief of Kim- 
berley, brought^about the surrender of 
PiiArdebei-g, was distinguished in

Bail Journey With 


French Refugees. 


By HARRY PAYNE BURTON. 


(Staff War Correfpondcnoe.) 


Paris, France, Sept. 25.—Would you 


like to hear about a railroad journey 
in war-torn France today? A trip from 
Boulogne to Paris—on the only train 
that makes the trip every 24 hours? 
Traveling .along close to the frontier of 
fighting? 


For an hour before tho Paris train 


left Garo du Nord (station) at Bou- 
logne it was actually bcseigcd with 
passengers, for It Is tho only train that 
runfl from the sea to Paris today in 
each 24 hours. 
And every passenger 


that rides on It is examined, re-examin- 
ed and crons-examined, for Paris is 
not taking chances on letting in German 
spies. 


The train was filled beyond suffocation 


when we finally started, two hours af- 
ter tho scheduled time. 
The distinc- 


tion between the first, second and third 
classes had not been held to at all, and 
peasants, just escaped from some bnlca- 
?ured section In the north of France, 
iat besides members of the Paris aris- 
tocracy returning from England, whith- 
er they^ had taken hurried trips to de- 
posit jewelry and money or, indeed, to 
ship them for safe-keeping to Ameri- 
ca. 


And when the train did actually move, 


people were sitting in each others' laps 
in the compartments, and some of them 
were lying in., the baggage racks over- 
head! 


All trains to dny in France ore running 


under martial law. 
Reduced to fact, 


this means that no non-military train 
is permitted to travel faster than six- 
teen miles an hour and that it must 
stop at every station on the road so 
the coaches may be examined for sus- 
picious persons. 
Our train certainly 


stuck to schedule time. In fact, I am 
sure it never went faster than eight 
miles an hour. It took us just 26 hours 
to make the six-hour trip to Paris.

36-40: Chevaux" (This car will hold 38 
to 40 soldiers and eiplit horses.) 


In each train were easily 50 cars. 


Soldiers and horses were jammed in all 
of them. Nearly every car had nailed 
to it great, sweeping houehs of sumac, 
and the soldiers were singing the "Mar- 
seilles" as they weifF by. Tho soldiers 
were "liannv — in Frnnro tliov .fl 
to bo 


glad to have tho chnnci, to stnnd up be- 
fore the hur»^nnes of lend that nro 
beinor levelled at them by^thc, most pow- 
orful guns in the world! 


At Ijou vres. out of the midst, suddenly, 


the tops of bayonets flashed into the 
early morning sun. In a second tho 
• compartment was a madhouse. Shrieks 
of "Lcs Alleman'da:" rent the foul air 


Then the bayonets emerged and their 
bearers—and it was a crowd of French 
soldiers, although inarching to the west- 
ward—for what reason no ono knows. 
The sight of the national dress qui«ti>d 
the hysterical women in the compart- 
ment, and tho nozt minute they were 
all leaning out of tho windows shouting 
"Viva la France I 
Vive la Franco!" 


All along the River Oise there were 


armed guards. Every bridge and even 
every culvert had its sentry. As we got 
nearer Paris, tho jewel of France, these 
sentries increased in numbers till finally 
wo were running eiroply through regi- 
ments of soldiers. 


Tho great Qare du Nord itself in 


Paris, where we landed, is a bristling 
not of bayonets. You are challenged on 
every side, and you show your passport 
at least twenty times before you emerge 
You walk over to Hie "underground" 
to ride to your hotel. 


Big Iron gates are swung across the 


steps. "Avis" and "Notice" take your 
eye. 
You choose the English render- 


ing. 
It tells you that, owing to the 


state of warfare, the underground is not 
running. It is too dangerous a thing to 
keep subterranean passages open under 
the dty of Paris. Bombs placed there 
by spies could wreck the entire city. 


You look about for ft taxicab. There 


Is none., They" are all commandcreed. 
Yon join the walking throng of aristo- 
crats and refugees that are in tho middle 
of the street. 


Thus you enter tho heart of Paris—

Germany's Chief 


Admiral Dislikes 


the Aristocrats - 


(By Nixola Greeley-Smith. 


Tirpitz the Eternal—that is what 


Germany calls the man who found her 
with a hnndful of second-class frigates 
and who has made her the second great-, 
est sea power in the world. 


Grand admiral of the. German navy 


as well as minister of marine for the 
empire, Alfred vonTirpitz is that rarest 
of all products made in Germany—an 
utterly self-built man. Even the noble 
"von" in his name has been acquired 
since he achieved prominence. He was 
born plain Tirpitz ot an untitlcd. fam- 
ily at Kustrin-on-Oder, in 
Branfen- 


burg, 64 years »go. 


His father thought him an unpromia- 


ing lout. He was rawboncd, uncouth of 
speech and gesture and in despair of do- 
ing anything with him on land the older 
Tirpitz put him aboard one of the few 
frigates comprising his country's navy 
when ho was 10 yearn old. 
In 1870, 


France drove this handful of ships into 
hiding in the North son. and kept them 
there. Germany's great victories were 
won entirely on land. Von Tirpltz, then 
a lieutenant on one of these negligible 
vessels—ao very negligible that England 
refused to recognize the Prussian flag 
upon the sea—made up hi« mind that 
Germany must become a great sea power 
if she was to retain her hard-fought 
prestige among the nations. 


It had taken Von TIrpite—Because he 


was then plain Tirpitz— four yours to 


win the lieutenancy to which ho saw 
hundreds of younger sons of the nobil- 
ity succeed automatically by right of 
their noble birth. 
For that reason he 


has always hated thn aristocracy and 
because he chooses uutitled men for 
high office the aristocracy returns his 
dislike with interest. 


Onoe one of these nobles who had been 


snubbed by the grosser admiral com- 
plained to the kaiser nbout him. 


"H» is unendurftblij, 
Tt is impossible 


to have any dealing with him," said the 
scion of nobility. 


"VVull," answered the kaiser, sympa- 


thetically, "I find him difficult myself. 
But try to get. along with him as well 
a« you ran. 
That's what I have to 


do."' . 


Von Tii'jtft/. once refused a hiak uum- 


maiid to a distinguished officer with 
the remark: 
"You waltz too well to 


have good Pea legs. If a man wants to 
reach this bridge under my administra- 
tion he must confine his dancing to the 
sailor's hornpipe." He rebuked another 
aspirant because his hands "were too 
white." 
Meeting two young naval offi- 


cers ;i(. one of his wife's receptions— 
they hud gone merely to do him honor— 
he - ordered them back to their ships. 
"Von can not aH'ord to neglect acrious 
duties to dance attendance on a frivol- 
ous woman," In? remarked. 


Von Tirpitz is at 
his desk every 


morning at 7:3Ujind he requires that all 
reports lor that day shall be before 
him at that time. 
. In the admiralty he has a large room 
filled with models of bnttlesliips, cruis- 
ers, torpedo boats and submarines. He | 
knows the name, tonnage, date of con- 
struction, displacement nnd details of 
armament of every battleship in thi: 
world. He can recite offhand the naval 
appropriations for the last fifteen years 
of every civilized nation. He has proved 
that he knows these things whenever he 
luvs«gone before the rolchs^ag to ask for 
more money for the navy.

feel, t.wo inches high. He has keen blue 
eyes and his heavy beard nnd impressive 
size makes him look like Xeptuno. Tie 
believes Herman nrms nre invincible.
